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Wasuineroy, April 1.—The present con- 
dition of the appropriation bills is as fol- 
lows: The pension bill is a law, the mili- 
tary academy bill is in conference, the for- 
tification bill isin the house committee on 
appropriations, with a large number of 
senate amendments almost doubling the 
bill; the Indian appropriation bill has been 
reported, and would have come up next in 
order after the consular and diplomatic, 
but Mr. Wells, of Missouri, who has it in 
charge, was obliged to leave for his home, 
and it is not , expected that 
it can be taker, up for two or 
three weeks. The illsfof the regular 
series, which are yet t reported, are the 
navy, the post-office, the legislative, execu 
tive and judicial, the sundry civil and the 
general deficiency. These will come from 
the appropriations committee, Then there 
is the river and harbor bill, which will come 
from the committee on commerc>. An at- 
tempt.will no doubt. be made to pass it un- 
der a suspension of the rules, as has been 
the custom for séveral years past. The bills 
for the department of agriculture and 
for the District of Colunibia have been 
prepared, or are in course of presentation 
by the committee having those subjects 
specially in charge, but will probably both 
be incorporated finally with the sundry 
civil bill. There is not likely to be much 
contest over either the army, navy or post- 
Office bills, as they will embrace nothing 
other than for the immediate needs of the 
departments respectively. There will be 
a fight over the Indian bill, as it is the 
purpose of the committee on Indian 
affairs to attempt. at least, to incor- 
porate some clauses relating to the Ute In- 
dian country and their removal from their 
reservation. The legislative, sundry civil 
and general deficiency always give rise to 
contests more or less bitter, and each gen- 
erally occupies a good deal of time. The 
above statement shows the exact condition 
of the business as it relates to the appro- 
priation bills, without the passage of which 
congress cannot safely adjourn.

It proposes 
to restore to the government 18,500,000 acres 
of public lands heretofore granted to rail- 
road corporations, and from their sale at an 
average price 6t two dollars per acre to re- 
alize $213,000 to be constituted a public 1m- 
rovement fund, from which loans are to 
made to railroads upon certain prescribed 
conditions, the government securing 
itseif by first mortgage bonds 
of tbe roads availing themselves of 
the provisions of the act. A provision is 
made by the bill not to interfere with the 
homestead entry, and at the same time to 
deal with justice and equity with those cor- 
porations who lost their legal claims to 
their land grants d mngthe great financial 
crisis. It provides that the land grants 
made to the Southern. Pacific, the 
Atlantic and Pacific and the North- 
ern Pacific shall be forfeited to the 
United States and sold, the proceeds 
to be covered: into the treasury and set 
apart as a public improvement tund. That 
when either of the above roads shall have 
completed ten miles of its road, that the 
secretary of the treasury sba!l make a loan 
equal to four-fifths of the actva' cash cos of 
construction and takea first mortgage bond 
payable one-third in ten, one-third in 
twenty and one-third in, thirty years 
after date at three and  onehalf 
te cent interest, payable semi-annually. 
he bill further provides that the total 
amount of such first mortgage bonds so 
issued shall not exceed the total cash cost of 
the building and equipping such road; that 
moneys accumulated in said improvement 
fund shall only be appropriated by congress 
for the purpose of aiding in the construc- 
tion of railroads and other public works 
and as a loan to beso paid with interest. 
The bill provides for the appointment of 
three commissioners by the president 
to examine railroad or other prop- 
erty authorized to be constructed, who shall 
certify that it has been completed in accord- 
ance with the tefms of the acts of congress 
as a condition precedent to the granting of 
aloan. The bill further provides that the 
forfeiture shall not be effective as to the 
land grants of the Texas and Pacific until 
March 3, 1882, unless that company shall 
consent thereto by accepting the provisions 
of the act. 
Bids for carrying the mails over steam- 
boat routes south of the Potomac. and east 
of the Mississippi rivers, were opened to-day 
and referred toa committee. Awards will 
be made soon. 
A delegation of colored men from St. 
Louis, headed by J. Milton Turner, called 
on the president to-day and represented the 
dissatisfaction of the colored people of Mis- 
souri at not having their services to the party 
recognized. ‘The president said he favored 
doing all he could for the colored people.and 
exhibited a copy ofa letter dated May 7.1877 
to the government officers directing that no 
discrimination be made against colored 
men in the appointments to positions under 
them. 
The senate committee on railroads gave 
a hearing to day to ex-Governor John’! C 
Brown, of Tennessee, vice-president of the 
Texas and Pacific railway company, in 
advocacy of a bill pending to extend the 
time for the completion of its road. He in- 
formed the committee that the Texas and 
Pacific company has built 444 miles of rail- 
road ata cost of $24 000,000 and has con- 
tracted for the completion of its line to 
I] Paso, an additional distance of G00 miles, 
by the Ist of January, 1883, and that upon 
its completion to El Paso the company 
will have constructed 882 miles of its main 
line and will be operating a total of 1,044 
miles, for which it will not have received 
an acre of landor a dollar of money from 
the government, although the government 
enjoys the same privileges over its line as 
over those of the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific which were liberally aided from the 
start. He pointed out that the remainder 
oftheline from El Paso to San Diego is 
only a portion to which the Jand grant at- 
taches, and before reaching El Paso the 
company will have expended fifty million 
of dollars uf private capital, and as it oniy 
suspended operations in 1873, owing to the 
panic and its attendant consequences, the 
government should in al! fairness extend 
the time fixed by congress for its comple- 
tion. 
The house committee on military affairs 
adopted a resolution to-day to be reported 
to the house with the request that it be 
placed upon the army appropriation bill. 
The resolution is substantially the same as 
the one attached to the army bill last year, 
and provides that no part of the money ap- 
propriated by the bill shall be paid out for 
the transportation of troops to be used as 
police at the po!Is during elections.

A reporter who called at tHe hotel in 
which Kemble and wife were stopping was 
told to-day they had left the hotel soon 
after breakfast. Kemble had gone down 
town and would not return until 4 o'clock, 
and Mrs. Kemble had gone to do some 
shopping. There was no one in their rooms 
who represented them. It was said Kemble 
had not gone out of town, but further infor- 
mation as to his plans could not be obtain- 
ed. It was rumored about the hotel, the 
Post says, that the Kembies had gone from 
New York, and also that they were making 
preparations to go to Canada, 

A Harrisburg telegram, speaking of the 
escape from sentence of the corruptionists, 
says: ‘‘The chief fugitive is W. H. Kemble, 
who is estimated to be worth $2,000,000, 
and whose annual income is nearly $100, 
000. Heis the president of the People’s 
bank and president of several railway com- 
panies of Philadelphia, When the late R. 
W. Mackey was state treasurer the com- 
monwealth’s deposits in Kemble’s bank 
sometimes aggregated $13,000,000, This 
‘aoney was loaned on a good percentage, 
and both the state treasurer and the bank 
people profited largely by the deposits, In 
1865 Kemble was elected state treasurer py 
the state legislature, and held the position 
for three years. During his official career 
the five-per-cent. gold-bearing state’ bonds 
were converted into six per cent. currency 
bonds and he made a_ = yvsood fortune 
by the operation. August Belmont, 
an agent of the Rothschilds, protested 
against this violation of the contract, in a 
letter to Kemble, when the latter addressed 
him a communication in which he called 
hima ‘‘shylock.”’ Several years after he 
apologized to Belmont for the insult offered 
him. Kemble has been one of the influen- 
tial republican politicians in the state, and

for a number of years was a member of the 


republican national committee, resigning a 
few months ago to make way 
for Senator Cameron. During 
the session of the last legisla 


mure he came to Harrisburg to lobby the 


$4.000,000 riot relief bill through that body 
for the Pennsyvania railruad company. At 
first iew members outside of Philadelphia 
and Allegheny favored its passage, but as 
its consideration progressed its supporters 
gra iually increased in number untii its pas- 
sage appeared inevitable.

Several of the 
members directly implicated bim. The 
recent settlement of the claims resulting 
from the Pittsburgh riots shows that there 
was a clean steal of nearly $2,000,000 in the 
riot relief bill. Kemble is about fifty-five 
years old and ofsmall stature. 

W. V. Rumberger, one of the fugitives 
from justice, is sixty years old, and wasa 
member of the last legislature. He en- 
deavored to bribea fellow-member, who led 
him into a trap and exposed him and Kem- 
ble. He came near being expelled. 
Emil J. Pitroff, another fugitive, was ex- 
pelled from the legislature several years 
ago for agreeing to buy fifteen members for 
$7,500 for a party bill, but his constituents 
re-elected bim by an increased majority. 
A majority of the house, but not the requi- 
site two-thirds, voted to expel him from 
the last legislature for corrupt solicitation 
of two members. Pitroff is about thirty- 
three years old. 

Charles B. Salter, another fugitive, is an 
ex-member, and was one of Kemble’s prin- 
cipal agents. Kight members swore that he 
made corrupt propositions to them. He is 
about thirty-five. . 

Jesse R. Crawford, the fifth fugitive, is 
nearly seventy years old. He endeavored 
to bribe three members. Kemble, Salter, 
Crawford and Rumberger pleaded guilty 
three weeks ago to save prominent politi- 
cians and railroad officials from exposure, 
being assured that they would be pardoned 
before sentence of the court could be exe- 
cuted. Pitroff was convicted on two indict- 
ments.

His Address to Surrendering Confed- 
erates at the Close of the War. 
Philadelphia Weekly Times. 
A correspondent at Elkton, Md., con- 
tributes the following verbatim report of 
the address delivered by Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral J. B. Gordon (now senator from Geor-

This address is now printed, for the first 


time: 
“This struggle has been characterized by 
more sublime patriotism than the world 
has ever before witnessed in the manner in 
which you have left your homes to take up 
arms in defense of your beloved section. 
Four years a mighty. struggle, a war une- 
qualed in the annals of history, was waged 
—ajust war Before my God | believe it to 
have been a just war 
You had to contend against great odds, 
which no arithmetic could compute. You 
have no conception of the numbers against 
vou in this mighty struggle. 
You have fonght the world. 
We, with our’ ports closed, cut 
off‘from all the world,dependenton our own 
resources, While they have been continually 
open to the enemy. You have gallantly 
maintained for four years this unequaled 
struggle, notwithstanding the enemy, con- 
scious of his superior resources, bas often 
promised to crush the rebellion in ninety 
days. He has at Jast succeeded in his pur- 
pose, and though we must feel deeply our 
iwnisfortune, we must submit and w be- 
fore the decrees of Him who knows what is 
best. 
Four years ago section was arrayed against 
section; the dearest rights for which free- 
men ever labored were disregarded ; we bore 
it as long as we could, but when we could 
stand it no longer we went to war, and sub- 
mitted our cause tothe King of Kings and 
Lord of Lords. He in His divine providence, 
inscrutible to us, has allowed us to be over- 
powéred. We were overpowered, not be- 
cause we were wanting in spirit, not because 
we were wanting in bravery, not because 
we were wanting in any of the qualities 
that constitute soldiers, but because 
ofthe mighty host brought against us. 
When, this morning, I saw the difference of 
numbers, to prevent the effusion of blood, I 
advised our beloved commander to, surren- 
der. I can hardly tell yon how severe the 
blow isto me, but I submit as best I can. 
God has some wise purpose in view. He 
may yet deliver us. He only knows what 
years hence may come to — And now 
for this army of faithful, gallant men, I will 
say why it was necessary to surrender. 
What do you think was the number 
muskets that we could bring 
in here this morning’ But eight thou- 
saad, when we had a force of sixty 
thousand in our front. It was too few; we 
could net hope to win. What hope was 
left for this glorious old army against stich 
numbers? Why, then, harl them against 
our foe? Why sacrifice the last remnant of 
the gailant band who had so often rallied 
around ts and fought side by side, and who 
were still willing to fight on, and who felt 
that nothing would induce them to surren- 
der? IL haveoften feli so myself, but to 
save the gallant crew i felt that I must sac- 
rifice all personal feeling. 
In consulting this morning with oar brave 
old commander, whom we will teach our 
children to love ar/d venerate, I found that 
we had but ten thousand effective men, ex- 
clusiye of that other gallant branch of the 
service, the artillery, who have shown their 
bravery and devotion on a thousand fields. 
Besides, we had none, or at least very little 
artillery ammunition. Scarcely enough 
ammunition remained for one engagement, 
and where more was to be gotten was a 
question more easily asked than answered. 
Our rations bad also failed. Men were on 
the verge of starvation, and certain de- 
struction on the other band staring them in 
the face. The small band of gallant men 
would still fight on; and while 1 bonorsuch 
brave hearts, my jadgment said: “Nay, 
bring not such grief to the kind ones at 
home, unless peace and independence be 
secured.”’ 

If I believed that could be accomplished 
I would willingly lay down my life; but, as 
I said before, God decreed 
and we must submit willingly, 
Christian fortitude bear up our mis- 
fortune. I must say, however, that General 
Grant has been most liberal in his terms.
